PARIS, July 14.—All. the pent-up emo- 

tion of France over the victorious end- 
ing of the war found vent today. 
Never beforé was there such a cele- 
bration here as marked the events in 
honor’of France’s national holiday and 
the victory over the enemies who had 
g0o_long menaced her safety. The Victory 
Féte was the occasion for a demonstra- 
tion of popular feeling and a patriotic 
outburst that for the timie..being ‘made 


these allies of ours forget the sufferings 
through which they had passed. 

It- was. not merely a Paris holiday—it 

. was°a holiday for all France. Visitors 
from: the provinces had been pouring 
into the capital by the hundreds of 
thousands for days. The growth of the 
crowds on the streets was so marked as 
to excuse some of the exaggerated esti- 
mates as to the temporary increase in 
the population. One of these estimates, 
which seems to have been pretty gen- 
erally accepted, is that Paris holds in 
the neighborhood of 6,000,000. 

It is impossible to give an idea of 
the vastness of that mass of humanity 
which witnessed today’s notable parade: 
Let it be said that old-timers confess 
they had,never séen anything. equalling 
the multitude that packed the boule- 
Vards, avenues and streets along which 
the procession passed. 

* Americans who had participated in 
great popular demonstrations at home, 
such as the Hudson-Fultgn celebration 
in New York and the inaugural shows 
in Washington, were impressed with the 
belief that France today had outdone 
America in the outpouring of its people 
to pay tribute to those who had brought 
victory to the allied cause. 


Americans Marched with Swing. 


But it was not exclusively France’s 
e@elebration of a triumph, her allies join- 
fmg with her in making this Bastile 
Day of 1919 one long to be remembered. 
Practically all the allied nations were 
represented in that long line of fighting 
men—certainly all who had taken an 
active part in bringing about the ulti- 

ate triumph of the allied arms. 

\America was here with a contingent of 
soldiers who had borne the brunt of bat- 
tle, and evéry American spectator who 
saw them pass with a snappy yet free- 
and-easy swing was proud to be an 
American. And the -hundreds of thou- 
aands of French people who watched 
that splendid line, made up of picked 
soldiers; were generous in their applause 
as Pershing’s men went by. 

All through the night’ people ‘had 
held places of vantage along the 
route of the victory parade. These 
patient ones were not numbered merely 
by hundreds and thousands, but by tens 
of thougands. They found perches in 
treés among the groves that line the 
sides of the Avenue Champs Elysées, 
they swarmed over the monuments of 
French cities that surround the Place 
ée la Concorde, they camped in fam- 
ily parties which remained up/all night, 
passing the time away with dancing and 
card playing. 

At 3 o’clock Sunday afternoon one old 
woman climbed into a ledge ten feet 
above the sidewalk in the building of the 
Ministry of Marine, and remained there 
through the night and until the parade 
was over. The streets ‘were crowded, 
for a large portion of the cclebrants 
were in a merrymaking mood and forgot 
to go to bed. 


Great Jam at the Crillon. 

Some forehanded Americans who as 
early as 4 o’clock this morning appeared 
at the Hotel Crillon, on the Place de la 
Concorde,’ and the adjacent building, oc- 
cupied by the American commission for 
office purposes, found the greatest dif- 
ficulty in crossing the streets, so dense 
were the crowds at that hour. They. 
encountered even more trouble in get- 
ting through the vast masses of people 
who gatered in the vicinity of the Cril- 
jon. Many who held tickets for places 
along the lige of march were unable to 
get anywhere near them, owing to what 
geemed. to be imperfect police arrange- 
ments and the enormous proportions of 
the crowds. 

If France is dissatisfied with the terms 
of the German peace treaty, if her peo- 
ple are chagrined because Germany is 
not to be compelled to pay the burden 
of debt that has been imposed on France 
by more than four years of bloody ‘con- 
flict, if France wonders how she will 
ever beable to recover from the suffer- 
ings that the wan has brought, all these 
things were toreshen today in the .gen- 
eral desire-to ‘celebrate the victory that 
had made Germany an impotent nation 
and given France relief from the night- 
mare of Prussian militarism. And so 
complete was the desire to make the

MINOR ESCAPED 


Spartacide Pamphlet That Was 
Attributed to Him Given 
in Full. 


OBTAINED BY ARMY AGENT 


Soldiers Were to be Told That 
Bankers Were Keeping 
Them on the Rhine.

PARIS, July 14.—An interesting 
chapter of the story of the fight by the 
American Army to prevent Bolshevist 

t 
propaganda among the American troops 
in Germany may now be told. 

This chapter has to do with an edition 
of propaganda printed in Diisseldorf and 
turned over to a “fellow Spartacide ” 
for distribution in the area of the Cob- 
lenz bridgehead. The ‘fellow Sparta- 
cide’ was none other than a member-of 
the American Military Secret Service, 
and the fate of the pamphlets was to 
furnish fuel for a bonfire on the Rhine. 

This particular piece of literature was 
signed .“-The Communist Party-of Ger- 
many,” another -name for the Sparta- 
cides. It cannot be said that the pamph- 
let was writtén by. Robert Minor, the 
American ne r man fedently re- 
lekaéd from the oy ie jail at Cobienz, 
where hé had been held awaiting trial 
for about four. weeks, but it formed the 
basis of the armv case against him. 

It is true that no army officer saw 
Minor write it, but the army had wr- 
nesses ready. to testify that he offered 
to write such propaganda, that he took 
the manuscript from which it was made 
to the Diisseldorf printer and asked for 
estimates ; that he submitted to a Spar- 
tacide in Diisseldorf a manuscript iden- 
tical, word for word, with the pamphlet, 
and that he had remarked in Berlin that 
the time was ripe to spread the doctrines 
of Lenin and Trotzky among the Ameri- 
can troops in Germany. 

There were other witnesses to testify 
to other things about Minor’s reeord in 
Russia and Germany, but somehow or 
other—it has not yet been fully ex- 
plained—the case against Minor was 
dropped after it had been prepared and 
was ready for trial. 

I digress, for this is to be .a story 
about propaganda and not about Minor. 
But I know of no way better to introduce 
this gem of Bolshevist Nterature than to 
give seriatim the charges agains, Mtnor. 


Text of Charges Made. 


A capy of these charges was furnished 
to Minor in jail at €oblenz.. They are 
signed by Colonel R. H. Williams, Chief 
of the Intelligence Section of the Army 
of Occupation, but it must be stated 
that Colonel Williams is not responsible 
for my obtaining possession of them.

4 Auckland Geddes made a statement of 


grave import in the House of Commons 
tonight. Not only was the six-shilling 
increase necessary, he said, but he 
feared it might have to be 9 shillings 
and 2.pence unless England could main- 
tain her markets and prices for export 
in the face of American competition and 
the use of oil, and improve her output. 
The debate was full of dramatic sur- 
prises, and there was no more dramatic 
moment than when, from the crowd of 


owners of mines, came the shout of 
** Never! ’’ in reply to the labor plea for 
instant nationalizatidn. ‘‘ Never!. Not 
in this House!’’ came the shouts, but 
it is to be recorded that the great body 
of members sat very-still, watching the 
conflict without passion. 

Through the. confusion and cross-pur- 
poses of the House debate one might 
imagine for a few hours the fearful 
outlines of a social conflict. There were 
all the elements there—workmen, angry 
and suspicious; employers, militant and 
confident. Out. of the space between 
these two parties stepped Sir Auckland 
Geddes, the han who had boldly 
thrown dowh. the ‘apple of discord ih 
that 6 shillings increase. By hid side 
sat his brother,Sir Eric., 

There could not be a physical contract 
gteater than that between these two 
brothers. Sir Eric is burly of form, 
ryddy of complexion, with a prominent 
chin and a general bulkiog’ appearance. 
Sir Auckland is tall and slim, very pal- 
lid of face, with a high, bare forehead 
that gives a great impression of sheer 
brain power; but the terror of this 
menace is largely abated by the very 
ready and attractive smile which con- 
stantly plays over his face and by his 
unfailing geniality toward his opponents 
and critics. ~ . 

Today his performance was like that 
of the Fat Boy in ‘‘ The Pickwick Pa- 
pers '’—he set out to make the flesh of 
the House ‘creep, and, in pursuing that 
object he spared nothing in horrible de- 
tail of statistical realism. He wanted.to 
frighten every one and warn every one. 
He did not confine his blame to the 
miners; every one was involved. 

‘There is a most pernicious doctrine 
being preached that if a man does less 
work there is more for others. ‘The very 
opposite is true. The more work one 
does, the more there is for others, for 
every industry affects every other.’’ So, 
Sir Auckland argued, the higher price of 
coal meant an all-around rise of prices 
for all manufactured goods, and that 
meant—as he showed with .immense 
wealth of figures, the certain ruin of 
Britain’s export trade, its decline as an 
industrial nation, and the triumph of 
America, unless the cost of coal was put 
down by increasing the output. 

‘* If the output goes up,"’ he said, 
will be only too-ready and ae Sl ts 
meét that rising output by failing prices. 
But unless miners and men in other in- 
dustries will do allithey can to get free 
circulation of goods in the country and 
get up the supply of goods required, we 
shall have great difficulty.”’ 

William Brace, the Welsh mining lead- 
er, made a definite offer of the miners’ 
co-operation with the Government in in- 
creasing the output. ‘‘ We offer our- 
serves to co-operate,’’ he said, ‘‘ be- 
cause we do love our country.” His 
practical. proposals were then set forth: 

First, that the Government suspend the 
six-shilling increase until it discovered 
whether by co-operation it could in- 
crease the output. 

Second, that. the Government, ‘ with 
out the slightest delay,”” carry out the 
Sankey report and nationalize the mines. 

The present’ system, he ‘said, was 
neither one thing nor the other; but he 
solemnly tendéred,.on behalf of the 
miners, the ‘promise that if the mines 
were nationalized they would endeavor 
to»make the increase of output perma- 
nent-and abiding. | 

It was at, this point that the great 
ferment of protest broke out among the 
eniployers’ group ‘bélow the gangway, 
but when Mr. Brace sat down there was 
an unmistakable feeling in the air that 
he*had achieved the distinction of plac- 
ing the whole debate on a higher and 
more hopeful level.

DRASTIC PROPOSALS FAIL 


Gallivan Starts Storm by Charg- 
ing Some “Drys" Are Stocked 
Up for Twenty Years. 


WASHINGTON, July 14.—Prohibition 
forces took full control ‘in’ the House 
today, refused to. permit a vote on a 
straight-out mofion to repeal the war- 
time, act, defeated overwhelmingly an 


amendment providing for *the sale of 
2% per cent. beer and stood solidly 
against alk attacks on the general en- 
forcement measure. 

Just as fast as one “ liberal ’’ amend- 
ment was offered by the opponents of 
prohibition, it was voted down without 
ceremony always by @-triple vote, for 
the minority, fighting every inch of the 
ground, demanded. a division after the 
ayes and mays were called and then 
asked for tellers. 

Before the House had disposed of the 
first section of the first part of the 
three-part bill there Was tiore disorder 
on the floor than at afiy time this ses- 
sion. The disturbance started first dur- 
ing an attempt by Representative Blan- 
ton, Democrat, of Texas to speak a 
second time against an amendment, 
which would have given to a jury the 
right to define intoxicants, and was in- 
creased during an address by Represen- 
tative Gallivan, Democrat, of .Massa- 
chusetts, who declared that members 
voting ‘‘dry’’ should print in the Con- 
gréessional Record exactly how much 
liquor they had stored in their homes 
and offices. 

The real battle of the day, however, 
was over the amendment to define an 
intoxicant as a beverage containing more 
than, 2% per cent. of alcohol, instead of 
more than one-half of 1 per cent., as 
written ip_the bill. 7 

Representative Dyer, Republican, of 
Missouri, author of the amendment, did 
not ask for this definition in the con- 
stitutional prohibition amendment, but 
simply the wartime law. In pleading 
for its adoption he declared it was what 
President Wilson had recommended to 
Congress and would permit during the 
remaining period of wartime prohibition, 
the sale of light wines and beer, and 
might delay issuance of a proclamation 
by the President which would restore 
the sale of ‘‘ hard '’ liquors. 

There was a round of speech-making 
on this motion, with the ‘‘ drys ”’ assail- 
ing it as an entering wedge, and the 
“wets” as@erting. that it would merely 

rmit the very thing that the President 

ad said was best for the' country for 

t six months. 
ee the 2%. per cent. beer had been 
beaten by a vote of 151 to 90, the pro- 
hibitionists - killed. another amendment 
by Representative Igoe, Democrat, of 
Missouri, which would have stricken out 
all definition of intoxicants. The vote 
was 128 to 83. 
Galleries. Filled with ‘‘ Drys.” 

There was. the utmost confusion at 
times, despite the vigorous whacks of 
the Speaker’s gavel. Some prohibition 
leaders applauded every move-in their 
favor. The galleries, filled largely with 
women and officers of anti-liquor or- 
ganizations, broke into applause when 
the House roared its disapproval of 2%

FOURTH CAUSES WARM TALK| 


Hitchcock Denounces Johrison’s 
Demand for Stenographic 
Notes of Peace Conference.

WASHINGTON, July 14.—In one of the 
stormiest sessions it has had in recent 
years the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 


mittee today voted to report three reso- 
lutions dealing with the treaty of peace. 
Sharp clashes took place between Re- 
publican and Democratic members over 
the propositions. An especially violent 
debate arose over a resolution of Sena- 
tor Johnson, calling on the State Depart- 
ment to supply to the committee a 
stenographic report of all the secret pro- 
ceedings of the Peace Conference, re- 
lating particularly to the League of Na- 
tions. 

Senator Johnson insisted that the Sen- 
ate ought to have complete information 
of the arguments advanced for_yarious 
treaty features. Senator Hitchcock took 
sharp issue with Johnson, arguing: that 
for the Senate Committee to attempt to 
odbtain a transcript of all proceedings re- 
latimg to the treaty deliberationg, would 
be & Plagrarit violation of diplomatic 
ethics. ee 

Outside . of "the “Johnson resolation, 
which was not voted upon, the commit- 
tee wted to report these resolutions: 

1. One offered by Senator Lodge, 
calling upon the State Department for 
a copy of the alleged secret treaty be- 
tween Germany = Japan of last Oc- 
tober. 

2. One by Senator Borah, asking the 
President to submit a memorandum, 
alleged to have been filed by Secretary 
Lansing, General Bliss, and Andrew 
D. White, protesting against the Shan- 

etung award. 

3. One by Senator La Follette, call- 
ing upon the President to inform the 
Senate whether Nicaragua had been 
permitted, with armed forces, to in- 
vade Costa Rica, and to explain why 
the latter country, ‘* friendly '’ to the 
United States and an ally in the war, 
was not permitted to participate in the 
Peace Conference and sign the treaty. 
Senator McCumber offered an amend- 

ment to the Lodge resolution, which 
was adopted, calling for information as 
to the relations between Germany and 
Japan during the war. The purpose of 
this was to ascertain whether Japan at- 
tempted to deal secretly with Germany, 
with the idea of a separate peace. 

After the adoption of the three resolu- 
tions, and the wrangle over the Johnson 
resolution, Senator Hitchcock, ranking 
Democratie »member, stated that the 
President would like to have the ecommit- 
tee call upon him at the White House. 
Mr. Hitchcock found, on his return to 
the city, a memorandum, asking him to 
call wpethe President by telephone. He 
did so; and the President expressed a 
desire to have the committee call on him 
rather than appear. himself before “the 
committee. The Nebraska Senator urged 
that the President’s wish should be re- 
spected, and that the committee should 
arrange a day for a conference. The 
President asked for twenty-four hours’ 
notice of any meeting. : 

Republican members of the committee 
seemed to think that the President, hav- 
ing expressed in his address before the 
Senate. Thursday, 4 desire to consult the 
committee, it was for the Executive to 
appear at the Capitol rather than the 
committee go to the White House. 

No action.on the President’s sugges- 
tion was taken today, but it will be con- 
sidered within a day or so. 

During Mr. Hitchcock’s brief tale with 
the President over the telephone, Mr. 
Wilson: assured the Senator of his ap- 
preciation’ of the. fight, led by the Ne- 
braskan, for the League covenant, urg- 
ing him to remain in control of it. ' This 
Mr. Hitchcock promised to do. The'Ne- 
braskan is to call at the White House 
tomorrow to talk with the President. 

The Foreign Relations Committee did 
not discuss today any policy as to con- 
sidering the treaty. It will come before 
the committee officially tomorrow, and 
will be under” discussion .a month or 
more. 

It took the committee nearly two hours 
to dispose of the Lodge, La Follette, and 
Borah resolutiéns. ‘The Lodge resolu- 
tion was passed 13 to 2, only Hitchcock 
and Swanson, Democrats, opposing. As 
amended, it reads: ;

WASHINGTON, July 14.—Word has reached the air experts of the 
American Governihent that the British Government has begun the 
construction of the largest dirigible that has yet been undertaken in 
any part.of the world, one that will carry an equipment of six ‘airplanes 
for its 6wn protection against heavier-than-air craft,. 

This dirigible and the two hangars to be_ built for it will cost 
$9,000,000, according to the information reaching military men here. 
It will have a capacity of 10,000,000 cubic feet, will be 1,100 feet long, 
137 feet in’ diameter, and capable of lifting 100 tons, which’ would. be 
about five times the lifting capacity of the R-34, which has just made 
a rourd-trip voyage across.the Atlantic.

Post Office to Confer. with State 
Department as to Reopen- 
ing of Mails.

WASHINGTON, July 14.—Formal an- 
nouncement was made tonight by the 
State Department that free communica- 
tion and the resumption of trade rela- 
tions with Germany had been author- 
ized, effective today, and that hereafter 
only a few restrictions covering prin- 
cipally the importation of sugar, wheat, 
dyes, potash, drugs, and chemicals 
would remain in force. The export con- 
servation list and bunker regulations are 
wiped out, and wheat is the only export 
commodity subject to control, its distri- 
bution for export remaining under the 
Grain Corporation. 

The orders issued today in effect place 
the _United States on a basis of open 
trading with all nationalities of the 
world, under the ‘* blanket license ’’ sys- 
tem, so far as>the great majority of 
commodities are concerned, with the ex- 
ceptions of Hungary and that part of 
Russia under the control of the Bolshe- 
viki. - 

Concerns which desire hereafter to deal 
with Germany may make credit arrange- 
ments without’ interferénce from _ this 
Government, and the majority of Ger- 
man products, whether produced prior 
to, during or after the cessation of hos- 
tilities, may be sent here to aid in estap- 
lishing credits. It {s reported here that 
many interests are making every effort 
to obtain shipping, as the amount of ton- 
nage available is a most vital factor in 
the situation. 

The rulings madé by the State Depart- 
ment’s War Trade Board section do not 
have the effect of repealing the provis- 
ions of the Trading With the Enemy act, 
which are. merely suspended so far as 
Germany is concerned. It would be 
possible to invoke thése powers at any 
time prior to a proclamation by the 
President formally announcing a state 
of peace, which would carry: with it the 
revocation: of the law. 

Ban on Hungary and Red Russia. 


It is understood that full communica- 
tion and trade relations wih Hungary 
will not be authorized, at least until the 
treaty of-peace has béen signed by that 
country, and that:parts of Russia con- 
trolled by the Bolsheviki, will remain un- 
der the ban until this. Government is 
satisfied that a stable Government has 
been established and order restored.

Government Will Erevent dire 


New York Agent Hazy as to De- 
tails—Thinks Dirigibles Can 
Carry Cargo of 360 Tons. 


A small advertisement published yes- 
terday in the German language newspa- 
pers in this city and in one American 
trade paper, announced that a Zeppelin 
freight and passenger. service between 
this city and Hamburg would be started 
about Oct. 18, and that bookings for 
passengers and freight shipments would 
be received after Sept. 18. Publication 
of the advertisement was ordered by 
Hans Kahrs, of the Monopol Export 
and Import Union, Inc., of 48 Hudson 
Street. 

A dispatch to Tue Times from Wash- 
ington last night expressed as the view 
of Federal officials that the Government 
would not permit the establishment of 
such a service even if seriously ‘attempt- 
ed. 

Kahrs said he had been designated by 
an American banker, whose name he 
could not make public, to act as agent 
for a transatlantic dirigible freight and 
passenger service to be financed by 
American, British, and German capital. 
He said he had every asstffance that 
the flight would be made soon. He 
said that when he demurred against 
making an immediate decision on the 
offer to become agent for the line, an 
early reply was. insisted upon that pre- 
liminary arrangements might be made. 

The advertisements in the German 
language newspapers differed slightly in 
text from those in the American com- 
mercial journals, although: they were 
translated into English in a footnote 
calling for bids on foodstuffs.. The 
more complete advertisements said Dtis- 
seldorf and Berlin would be air ports of 
call in Germany, with Boston and Chi- 
cago in this country.

“Thus in all matters of importance 
before the Assembly, except in cases 
where she is a party to a dispute, the 
United States will possess a veto power, 
and a decision can only be reached by 
her concurrence. Thus the question of 
the number of votes in the Assembly 
held by the different groups is not vital. 
The League could never be organized 
on any basis other than that of equal 
representation for its members.”’ 


Disarmament Provision. 


Senator Swanson took up the dis- 
armament provision in Article VIII., 
saying it was designed to reduce the 
armament of nations to the lowest point 
consistent with a nation’s safety. Un- 
der its provisions, he said, combinations 
for war would be futile. 

‘“‘3¢ the Council observes fairly and 
honestly these principles in the prepara- 
tion of the ‘plan of disarmament,” 
said Mr. Swanson, “no State would be 
threatened in its security, no State 
would be left helpless at the mercy of 
another, and the League would be made 
secure from internal and external over- 
throw. What guarantees are provided 
to make effective these desirable con- 
ditions? The report and recommenda- 
tions of the Council must have the con- 
currence of the representatives of the 


nine States which constitute the Coun- 
cil. Thus the report and recommenda- 
tion of the Council cannot be made with- 
out the approval of the representative 
of the United States. Without this ap- 
roval, the whole plan of disarmament 
ails, and nations are left as now, to 
have guch armies and navies as they 
may themselves determine. Even when 
the repre and recommendations of the 
Council are unanimously made, they do 
not become binding on any State until 
regularly approved by its government. 
** Under our Government, the proposed 
ree to be effective in binding us, must 
ave the sanction of Congress, which is 
intrusted, under the Constitution, with 
the power of raising armies and equip- 
ping navies. Thus the interest of the 
Jnited States in any plan of disarma- 
ment is amply safeguarded.”’ 


Defends Article X. 


Mr. Swanson defended Article X., 
guaranteeing territorial integrity and 
political independence of nations in the 
League, against what he called ‘“' per- 
sistent and unrelenting opposition ’’ by 
the League’s foes in the Senate. 

‘*In fact,’’ he said, ‘‘ it effects a sol- 
emn promise by each member of the 
League that it will never endeavor to 
acquire by conquest or aggression any 
of the territory or possessions of any 


other member of the League. In com- 
mon parlance, we would agree not to 
rob any of our associates in the League, 
and they would agree not to rob us. 

this League is consummated as contem- 
lated, it means immediately that four- 
ifths of the world, and eventually all 
the world, agrees to cease from wars of 
conquest and despoilment. If adhered 


%t6; it would eliminate the cases which 


have produced most of the wars of the 
rate If observed, there is not a mem- 
er of the League, great or small, that 
ever would have its individual political 
existence threatened; and no_ more 
would the history of the world be en- 
cumbered: with the frightful wreck of 
peoples and nations through lust of con- 
quest.’’ 


Panama Canal Safeguarded. 


Senator Swanson maintained that un- 
der Article X. the Panama. Canal would 
be safeguarded against any attack by 
a covetous foreign power. 

‘‘The Panama Canal, its defense, and 
the islands owned by us in the Carib- 
bean Sea are outlying territories, re- 
quiring for their defense immense naval 
and military armaments,’’ declared the 
Senator. ‘‘ Under existing conditions, 
we have always asserted that our hold 
upon this canal was no stronger than 
the American Navy. This canal, with 
the exception of our home territory, is 
the most vaiuable possession we have. 
The development of our varied indus- 
tries, our national prestige and safety 
demand that the Canal should be under 
our control and ownership. This is a 
national policy as fixed as the eternal 
stars. For its maintenance there is no 
sacrifice we would refuse. 

‘‘Is our hold upon this canal lessened 
or strengthened by this article? This is 
a@ vital question. Great Britain is the 
only nation sufficiently strong upon the 
sea to challenge our ownership. With a 
navy far exceeding ours, she constitutes 
the only menace. In this article she 
pledges not only to respect our owner- 
ship of the canal and zone but to pre- 
serve it from all external aggression. 
Thus our ownership under the League 
would be made as secure as it could be 
made by national promise and power. 

‘“‘ But this pledge of members of the 
League is made doubly secure by the 
plan of disarmament, which, when pre- 
pared and presented, must have the ap- 
proval of our representative upon the 
Council and then be sanctioned by Con- 
gress. Thus under the League we obtain 
not only this important guarantee but 
in addition a naval and military force 
which in comparison with that possessed 
by other members will, in our judgment, 
afford us ample security. If the de- 
fense of the canal is made upon force it 
is safer under the plan of the League 
than in a fierce race to outstrip all pos- 
sible competitors in naval and military 
armaments. The one reposes its safety 
upon what our calm judgment dictates; 
the other hazards its safety upon our 
chances of success in this wild compe- 


tition.’’ 
Answering the criticism that under 
Article X. disputes between nations must 


be submitted to the League for adjust- 
ment, Senator Swanson pointed out that 
members were not bound to accept arbi- 
tration through the League, but that it 
opened the way for settlement of quar- 
rels without recourse to war. 


Monroe Doctrine Not Affected. 


Senator Swanson insisted that the 
reservation as to the Monroe Doctrine 
was sufficient. He regarded its charac- 
terization in the covenant as ‘“‘a re- 
gional understanding for the securing 
of peace’’ as apt and ample. 

‘“‘The treaty expressly declares that 
the Monroe Doctrine, and hence all it 
implies, fs not’ affected by this coven- 
ant,’’ said Mr. Swanson. ‘‘ It remains 
unimpaired. Every right possessed by 
us .under this doctrine prior to agreé- 
ing to this covenant would continue 
without diminution. 

‘‘If by possibility any conflict should 
arise hetween the provisions of the 
covenant and the Monroe Doctrine as 
far we are concerned, the provisions 
of e covenant are annulled, and the 
Monroe Doctrine survives for us as a 
living evgbes policy. We accept the 
covenant th this clear reservation. 

“Not only is the Monroe Doctrine 
fully preserved and protected by name 
in this covenant, but it is given new 
force and new di ity.

THINKS CHINA WILL SIGN. 


Japanese Take Cue from Sudden 
Shift of Tokio Charge. 


TOKIO, July 14, (Associated Press.)— 
A brilliant official celebration held here 
to commemorate the bringing about of 
peace with Germany was marked by an 
incident which was. interpreted in 
Japanese political circles as indicating 
that China would eventually sign the 
peace treaty. 

Viscount Uchida, Foreign Minister, 
gave a peace dinner on Saturday to the 
diplomatic corps, which was followed 
by a ball. The Chinese chargé declined 
to attend the function. The excuse of- 
fered was illness, but it was learned 
that the real reason was that he had 
received a telegram from Peking or- 
dering him to absent himself.

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ALLIES IN PERIL 
YEAR AGO TODAY 


As Victorious Peace Is Cele- 
_brated Gen. Maurice Recalls 
War’s Greatest Battle 


AND AMERICA’S PART IN IT 


Desperate Chance Taken When the 
Flanders Front Was Weakejied 
at Foch’s Behest.

. LONDON, Tuesday, July 15.—A- year 
ago today, July 15, the last campaign 
on the western front began. It lasted 
just over 100 days;.and when it opened 
the military prestige of the Germans 
stood very high. 

In the preceding four months they had 
achieved more than the Allies had been 
able to accomplish in three ycars of re- 
peated and costly effort. They were 
back upon the Marne. They were at 
the gates of Amiens, end their guns 
were reducing Hazebrouck to ruins. For 
some weeks they had been preparing 
for the last great attack which would 
end .the war, and the German press 
had’ been proclaiming loudly its com- 
plete confidence in the issue. 

It is true von Kiihlmann-had raised 
a note of warning and had said that 
looking only to the battlefield he could 
see no prospect of a decision. But he 
had been immediately howled down and 
driven from office. In fact he handed 
over his portfolio of Foreign Minister 
just five days before the German Crown 
Prince began his attempt to reach Paris. 

The incident had served to arouse the 
fervor of the. Chauvinism of. the Pan- 
German Party to a height only compar- 
able to their state of exaltation in Au- 
gust, 1914. On the eve of the battle, on 
July 4, the Deutsche Tageszeitung said: 

‘*We know from all that has hap- 
pened how Foch has put in one re- 
serve after another, that his army of 
manoeuvre. which was formerly so 
strong, about sixty divisions, is now 
used up. In the initiative of Hinden- 
burg and of our incomparable army lies 
the solution, and they will bring it about 
in spite of the perpetually advertised 
American help. Today, on the anniver- 
sary of:the American Day of Indepen- 
dence, the Entente will fill the world 
with sounding praise of this help. Amer- 
ica herself will produce a world of bluff 
in the shape of phrases, threats, and as- 
sertions—all bluff, pure bluff, celebrated 
in Paris by a review.’’ 

Allies Anxious But Determined. 


This was the spirit in which the Ger- 
man afmy and German _ people ap- 
proached the battle while we were still 
anxious, if determined. In Flanders 
Haig and his army = still stood with 
their Hacks to the wall, faced by Rup- 
piecht of Bavaria, with powerful forces. 
The arrival of the Americans was any- 
thing but a bluff, for, thanks to the 
sacrifices which we had made to re- 
lease: shipping, they were pouring 
across the Atlantic. 

But would they be ready in time? So 
far only a few of America’s regular 
divisions had been tested at. Cantigny, 
Chateau-Thierry and Belleau Wood. 
liow would the new American levies 
stand the ordeal of battle? Two fore- 
most German military critics, Gadke 
and von Ardenne, had kindly assured 
us it was out cof the question that they 
would intervene in 1918, and on July 8 
the latter wrote: . 

‘A moment’s reflection shows that 
the American army of millions cannot 
be ready for two or three years. It 
tcok England two years to form her 
regular army. The American army be- 
gins with a héavier handicap and will 
often disappoint Foch.”’ 

Now that all is over, Germans are 
ascribing their cefeat of offensive to our 
overwhelming mumbers and to the 
strength of Foch’s army of manoeuvre, 
which it appears had not been ex- 
hausted, but arrived on the battlefield 
at exactly the right moment, and there 
are many among us who still believe 
in the existence of that mythical body. 

In point of fact, though the enemy 
was no longer as powerful as he had 
been in May, and we Allies were strong- 
er than we had then been, Ludendorff 
could still bring more troops to the bat- 
tlefield than could Foch. When the 
second battle of the Marrie began the 
Germans had 304 divisions on the west- 
ern front, to which the Allies could op- 
pose 176 divisions. They had a superi- 


ority. in riflp strength of more than | 
In artillery they were} 


200,000 men. 
equal to us. We had gained hard-won 
superiority in the air, and only in tanks 
were we markedly stronger. But the 
tanks were of greater value in attack 
than in defense, and we were waiting 


attack. 

For these reasons a year ago states- 
men’ and. soldiers had cause to be 
anxious.- Our one great asset was that 
the Germans could no longer maintain 
their armies at full strength. They had, 
as I have said, begun to diminish, and 
that was a process which was certain 
to continue if we held off, while the ad- 
vent of the Americans, who were coming 
over at the rate of 300,000 and more per 
month, was equally certain to givé Foch 
before long a real army of manoeuvre. 

All depended on our power to stave off 
the first rush of the expected German 
attack and to prevent another great 
bend in the line, with the Germans with- 


in forty miles of Paris, intp which a 
year ago the shells of the “Big Berthas” 
were dropping with Teutonic regularity. 
We could not afford another March 21. 
Fech had his plan and was preparing 
his counter blow, but he was woefully 
lacking in the means to give it power. 

In his victory dispatch Halg tells what 
happened. 

‘*It was believed at French General 
Headquarters that the Germans were 
about to attack in strength east and 
west of Rheims. It was apprehended 
indeed that the attack might’ spread 
even further east into Argonne, and 
might endanger a wide sector of the 
French position. Marshal Foch accord- 
ingly withdrew the whole of the French 
forces, some eight divisions, from Flan- 
ders and transferred them southward to 
the French front. In addition he asked 
that four British divisions might be 
moved, two of them to areas south of 
the Somme, and two to positions astride 
that river, so as to insure connection be- 
tween the French and British armies 
about Amiens, and to énable him to 
move four French divisions further east 
to his right flank. 

‘after carefully weighing the situ- 
ation I agreed to this proposal and im- 
mediately ‘orders were given for the 
movement. On July 13 4 further re- 
quest was received from Marshal Foch 
that these four divisions-might be placed 
unreservedly at his disposal and that 
four other British divisions might be dis- 
patched to take their place.’’ 


“Perilous Weakening of Front. 
This was a perilous weakening of the 
Flanders front, when’a short advance by 
Rupprecht would enable the German 
guns to shell Calais and Boulogne. This 


would obviously imperil the safety of 
the British Army and might have the 
most serious moral effect at home. 
therefore, felt himself bound to 
his Government, to which, 
though Foch was Generalissimo, he «was 
responsible for. the safety of his army 
and of the Channel ports. Lloyd George, 
with his usual courage, decided to au- 
thorize Haig to take the risk and to 
give Foch the troops he needed. 

Nor was this the only momentous de- 
cision taken in these critical days. Per- 
shing was eager to support Foch’s plan 
of counteroffensive, but he had not 
many divisions trained for battle, and 
two of thesé were just moving into rest 
areas for well-earned repose. “The ist 
American Division had come out of the 
line in the Montdidier salient, where it 
had been for some nine weeks, and had 
captured the village of Cantigny in a 
brilliant local offensive. The 2d Ameri- 
can. Division had. been -relieved after a 
grotcnged struggle in and about Belleau 

ood. ‘ 

Pershing told Foch that both these di- 
visions, though tired, were full of fight, 
arid at the last moment they were hur- 
ried toward the western face of the 
Marne salient, south of Soissons. , 

By such expedients and by facing such 
risks was Foch’s so-called army of 
manoeuvre created. 

The great German attack started July 
15, watched by the Kaiser from his. ob- 
servation tower on the Marne. I need 
not here recount how Géouraud by his 
masterly defense shattered the German 
attempt to break through in Champagne 
to the east of Rheims, but it is not gen- 
erally known in Bngland that a good 

art of the American 42d Division stood 

n the centre of Gouraud’s battlefront, 
nor is it necessary to repeat the story 
of how the 3d‘and 28th Divisions on the 
other flank near ChAateau-Thierry held 
up the enemy’s attack. 

These great achievements in defense 
condemned Ludendorff’s last effort to 
failure. On the first day of the battle 
the one danger that the Germans might 
win such a measure of success as would 
force Foch to use his reserves to fill 
dangerous gaps, instead of employing 
them to hit back, had been averted, and 
the foundation of victory was laid. 

It is well to recall these things while 
we are celebrating tne victorious peace, 
Our hearts will be fuller if we recall 
how narrow was the margin between 
success and failure when first the tide 
of war turned in our favor. '

SEEK TO SHOW MURDER 
OF FEDERAL AGENT 








Brother of F. A. Dowsey Believes 
He Was Sandbagged—Was 
Investigating Fraud. 


SEATTLH, July 14.—In_ connection 
with the investigation of the mysteri- 
ous death of F. A. Dowsey, Government 
Secret Service agent, who was found 
dead here May 2 and Is believed by of- 
ficials to have been murdered, H. E. 
Frick, District Manager of the Emer- 
gency Fleet Corporation, today issued 
a formal statement that nothing had 
been discovered in the corporation’s 
records here ‘‘on which to base an ac- 
cusation of fraud against any one con- 
nected with the shipbuilding interests 
in this district.”’ 

Dowsey, at the time of his death, had 
been making an investigation of matters 
here which were said to involve a pos- 
sible gigantic fraud against the Govern- 
ment. 

A formal inquest has been set for to- 
morrow. At the time of the finding of 
Dowsey’s body, Coroner G. C. Tiffin 
signed a certificate at the request of 
Government officials, it is said, in which 
death was attributed to apoplexy. 


Concerning the death of his brother, 
Frederick A. Dowsey of the United 
States Secret Service, at Seattle, James 
lL. Dowsey,’ a lawyer, who lives at 
Manhasset, L. I., and whose office is 
at 66 Broadway, said last night: 

‘*I am convinced ‘that my brother 
met with foul play. When I received 
word of his death I knew well that he 
was never troubled with any heart af- 
fliction, and I wired to Seattle for a 
thorough investigation. An autopsy was 
performed there, and the verdict was 
that my brother had died of apoplexy. 

‘““We had an autopsy performed here. 
| Until tomorrow evening I cannot give 
the name of the physician who_ per- 
formed it, but there was absolutely no 
evidence of death from apoplexy or 
from poison. 

‘“‘I confidently believe that he was hit 
with a sandbag. I have appealed to the 
Federal authorities to make a thorough 
investigation.’’

day thé most notable in French history 
that the people of Paris and’ those 
myriads from the provincial districts 
gave their patriotic spirit full play. 

In that parade of forces that repre- 
sented’ those who brought defeat to the 
Central Powers there was color and in- 
terest, constant surprise and plenty to 
stimulate the imagination and afford Op- 
portunity for seeing the romance of it 
all. Sifted in. among the familiar 
khaki and blue and green were fighters 
in picturesque costumes, from many 
parts of the world, bringing Sharply 
back to mind that the allied cause had 
been a’world cause. Sheiks from the 
desert were there, Mohammedans in 
fezzes, East Indians in their turbans, 
Algerians, Senegalese, all sorts and con- 
ditions of men from nearly all corners 
of the world. 


Place of Honor to Wounded. 

PARIS, July 14, (Associated Press.)— 
The conquerors in the great war 
marched today in a Victory Parade un- 
der the Arc de Trigmphe, through which 
only victors may pass. Picked units and 
individual heroes represented each of 
the allied armies. 

Several million grateful persons, most- 
ly French, but with many thousands of 
their allies, struggled forward along the 
line of march for an opportunity to 
wave and shout their gratitude to the 
men who saved them from German im- 
perialism. 

The great triumphal arch, con- 
ceived by Napoleon to commemorate his 
victory at the battle of Austerlitz, took 
on new historic importance when the 
Allies marched through the massive pile 
of masonry which dominates all Paris 
and moved down the Champs Elysées 
toward the Place de la Concorde, 

The place of honor in the procession 
was not accorded to the Generals and 
the smartly equipped troops. It was 
given to a thousand mutilated soldiers 
who passed under the arch and in front 
of the reviewing stand, where stood 
President Poincaré, moving haltingly 
and out of step, as best they could/ 

Many were injured, some were blind, 
some were in wheel chairs, and others 
were on crutches or limped along with 
the aid of canes. Few of them were in 
uniform. They represented all the prov- 
inces of France, all branches of the mil- 
itary service, and all walks in life, as 
was indicated by the variety of their 
civilian attire. They made no effort 
to. maintain military formation, but 
marched as well.as they could to the 
airs played by the military band which 
led them. 

Great crewds filled every inch of 
space in the many streets and boule- 
vards that commanded a view. of the 
line of march. Balconies were packed 
and roofs were black with people. Many 
hung in the trees which line the boule- 
vard.

The parade, which started from the 


Porte Maillot at 8:12 o'clock, at a signal’ 


given by trumpets, ended at the Place 
de la République, where the troops dis- 
persed after passing before Marshal 
Foch and Marshal Joffre, who reached 
the end of the march at 10:15 o’clock. 
As the parading troops passed in review 
before the Marshals of Trance flags and 
colors were dipped. 

The parade passed without any inci- 
dent to mar its beauty or to interrupt 
the program. 

Cannon fire, which seemed like thun- 
der, gave the signal to all Paris when 
the parade reached the Arc de Triomphe. 
There, where the crowd was most dense, 
the first sight of the parade call forth 
tremendous cheering.

This last wreath 
was in memory of seventy-two members 
of the Lafayette Escadrille who lost 
their lives during the war. 

Marshal Joffre, the victor of the first 
battle of the Marne, passed under the 
Are de Triomphe at 8:45 o’clock. He 
rode alone. Behind ntm came Marshal 
Foch, the Commander in Chief of the 











allied forces during the final campaign 
of the carer A storm of applause 
arose from the vast throng as two 
Marshals passed the President’s stand 
and moved down the brilliant avenue. 
General Pershing, with a number of 
American Generals, came next in line 
and was received with equal enthusiasm. 
Forty American organizations, composed 
of soldiers and marines, marching with 
wonderful precision, were greeted with 
waving handkerchiefs and flags ‘and 
deafening cheers. + 


Pershing Carries New Flag. 


General Pershing rode at the head of 
the Américan troops, which were sep- 
arated from the French by a space of 
300~yards. His personal flag, a scarlet 
field with a row. of four white stars, 
was displayed for the first time. It 
was borne by a Sergeant riding directly 
oer the American Commander in

Behind General Pershing rode Major 
Gen. H. G. Harbord, Chief of Staff, 
followed closely by three aids, Colonel 
George C. Marshall, Jr.; Colonel John

The American military band was com-

The American troops in line consisted 
of a composite battalion selected from 
all the regiments of the American Army 
of Occupation, formed in four compa- 
nies. The first two companies were sep- 
arated from the second two by a de- 
tachment of mén carrying forty regimen- 
tal flags. The color-bearers and guards 
numbered altogether about 200. 

Last. in the American section of the 
procnaison came a compan of 150 

arines, commanded by ieutenant 
Meyer. Altogether there were in line a 
few less than 1,500 Americans. 


Americans’ Youth Commented On. 


The American merry and marines 
marched with a snap and precision 
which won the special attention of the 
spectators, as on July 4. The French 
commented especially on the extreme 
youth and vigor of the American troops, 
as contrasted with the other troops, who 
included much older men. 

The Belgians were greeted with much 
enthusiasm throughout the line of 
march. The crowds, of which many had 
stayed up all night to get places, never 
seemed to tire applauding. 

The British, Italians, Japanese, Portu- 
guese, Serbs, Czechs, Rumanians and 
Poles were all greeted warmly. Then 
unstinted applause was showered upon 
the French forces which closed the 
parade. 

The marchers used the so-called ‘‘tri- 
umphal marching step,’’ by direction of 
Marshal Foch. This calls for 128 steps 
to the minute. 

The parade was viewed from advan- 
tageous points by about 3,000 American 
Army officers and enlisted men. 

President Poincaré gave a banquet at 
the Palace of the Elysée tonight in honor 
of the Marshals, Generals and Admirals 
of France and the heads of the allied 
missions. At the table also were ten 
French soldiers picked from the army 
by Marshal Petain. All the soldiers 
wore the decoratiqn of the Legion of 
Honor. ® 

Many Could Find No Shelter. 


One million persons went sleepless in 
Paris last night, three-quarters of them 
from choice and the others because they 
had failed to obtain shelter. At 9 
o’clock last evening the railroad stations 
were still disgorging upon the already 
overcrowded city thousands of belated 
arrivals, bearing loaves of bread and 
other victuals. Most of them were soon 
sitting along the Soulevards and streets 
munching sandwiches or stretching blan- 
kets upon the sidewalks. 

Some visitors, apparently awed by the 
congestion of the thoroughfares in Paris, 
decided to return to their provincial 
homes immediately, and the St. Lazare 
Station was crowded during the evening 
with disappointed visitors who were 
going home. 

M. Raux, Prefect of Police, threw a 
damper upon the greedy satisfaction of 
the renters of balconies when he ruled 
that the proprietors would be responsi- 
ble for the safety of spectators huddled 
upon vantage points, some of them re- 
garded as unsafe.

Found Additional Pamphlets. 


The 6,000 pamphlets were not all that 
were printed.

AMERICA’S PART INWAR 


Pershing’s Troops Get a Recep- 
tion Second Only to That Ac- 
corded to the French.

PARIS, July 14.—Since this day last 
year, what history has been written! 
What a r6éle America has played! 

On last Bastile Day a little cavalcade 
of American troops went to the Wash- 


ington monument here and pledged 
themselves and their country. While 
overhead the German long-range shells 
whined their hymn of hate, searching 
for the heart of France they could not 
find, while not far away the Kaiser's 
minions stood ready for a grand effort 
to reach Paris, there at the monument 
America’s fighting spirit gave its prom- 
ise to France and to civilization. 

Today, in one of the greatest victory 
pageants the world ever saw, Marshal 
Joffre and Marshal Foch led. Behind 
them came General Pershing and after 
him some of our soldiers who made this 
day possible. 

America had made good. The Amer- 
ican task was done between last Bastile 
Day and this one. 

A year ago today Paris, France, and 
the whole world were waiting for the 
German onslaught. Another day had 
not dawned before it was upon the Al- 
lies. Less than twenty-four hours after 
that little ceremony beneath the Wash- 
os, Fre monument American troops were 
holding the Germans on the Marne and 
in Champagne. Our 3d Division, just 
east of Ch&ateau-Thierry, and our 42d, 
before Chalons, had more than parried 
the fierce German thrust. 

America’s real part in the war dated 
from that day, and she never stopped 
redeeming her Bastile Day promise un- 
til Germany’s defeat was_a dream come 
true. She threw into the balance a 
weight that spelled the result. 


Great Reception to Pershing. 


No wonder, then, that when General 
Pershing, his face wreathed in smiles, 
and his veteran doughboys followed the 
two French Marshals down the Champs 
Elysées today Paris gave him and his 
soldiers a reception second only to that 
which their own poilus and leaders re- 
ceived. Over the vast crowds, numbered 
by the hundreds of enousands—indeed, 
by the millions—yan @ happy chorus 
of approval. 

They did not think of America’s place 
in the alphabet in putting the dough- 








‘boys first. They came, they saw, and 
they approved that they were. in first 
place, it having been long ago settled 
that France’s great military show was 
_. representatives of the other 
Allies. 

Standing on a balcony of the Hotel 
Crillon, I could“see across the Place de 
la Concorde a vast mass of color where 
tens of thousands of French school chil- 
dren stood, holding flags. As Pershing’s 
splendid figure swung into view, every 
one of those flags came to life and the 
welcome of those little Parisians looked 
for all the world like one enormous lot 
of flowers swept by a Sulamer breeze. 
From the look on his happy face one 
cculd know that no other «vation from 
all that long line went so straight to the 
heart of the American command:r es 
that accorded by these future citizens 
of a sister republic.

Two million Frenchmen and French | 
women came to Pdris for today’s cere- | 
mony, and it was the whole republic | 
called America friend in such | 
magnificent style this morning.

celebration began last night early, and 
1,000,000 people kept it up all night. 
There is promise of jollification tonight ;

The Frenchman knows how to cele- | 
brate. If joy is contagious, he has never 
been inoculated against it. In the wild 
scenes of joy last night and today noth- 
ing was more striking than the manner 
in which men and women of 50 and 0 
years and more joined with youth in up- 
restrained expression of their happiness.

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BIG TREES IN PARK 


Clay Subsoil Will Be Blasted to 
Open Fissures and Let Roots 
Down to Water.’ 


WORK TO BEGIN NEXT SPRING 


Hoped That Deforestation That Has 
Been Going On at Alarming 
Rate May Be Stopped. 


Park Commissioner Francis D. Galla- 
tin announced yesterday that the in- 
ability of tree roots to penetrate the 
hard clay subsoil had. been discovered 
to be the real cause of the death by 
thousands of all species of trees in the 
park and that this Fall an attempt 
would be made to save the trees by 
dynamiting to shatter the clay and to 
allow the rooms to penetrate deeper. 

After a great many theories had been 
put forward to account for the deaths 
of the trees by hundreds in recent years 
and especially in the last three years, 
the real explanation, Commissioner Gal- 
latin said, was found when a new device 
for pulling trees and stumps, which was 
evolved during the war, was used in 
Central Park. This invention was a 
stump-puller, operated by hand, which 
lifted the trees and the soil attached to 
its roots out of the ground intact. The 
pulling of dead trees and stumps by 


this method began in January. It was 
found that the roots extended from 244 
to 5 feet deep and were then stopped 
short by the hard clay. 

When this condition was foun@ uni- 
formly, as hundreds of trees were pulied 
during the Spring and Summer, City 
Forester’ J. S. Kaplan came to the con- 
clusion that the trees were dying he- 
cause their roots did not go deep enough 
to take in a sufficient amount of water 
to keep alive trees of their size, and 
that the droughts and, frosts of tHe last 
few years had been deadly to trees 
whose vitality was already impaired. 

The plan adopted ay Commissione: 
Gallatin is that of setting aside a sec 
tion of the southern part of the plot oi 
about five acres with from thirty tv 
thirty-five trees. The Du Pont Powde1 
Company has agreed to do the blasting 
required free of charge to the city. 
Holes will be bored with soil augurs to 
a@ depth of from four to five feet just 
under the outer foliage of the trees and 
small charges of dynamite set off. One 
blast will be used for small trees and 
two or more for the larger ones. It 
will require two or three years of obser- 
vation thereafter to measure the suc- 
cess of this plan. 

* Bven if the clay is broken up 80 as 
to enable the roots to penetrate, the 
results would not appear next Spring, 
said Forester Kaplan, when asked about 
the plan yesterday. ‘‘It will take a 
year or two for the roots to find their 
way through the fissures made by the 
blasting. If its success is demonstrated, 
all the trees still having life can be 
saved at a small cost. he new trees 
are now being put out after the clay has 
been broken by dynamiting. 

“‘These trees have lived to their 
present age of from sixty to sixty-five 
years because while they were smaller 
the roots on the surface of the ground 
supplied sufficient water for them. But 
more and more water was required; as 
their size and foliage increased, the 
superficial roots could not supply it 
especially during dry years. As the trees 
had no deep roots, to rely on, hun- 
dreds were also killed by the freezing 
of the roots which lay near the surface. 
During the heavy Winter of 1917-18, 
when zero weather continued for the 
longest period in history, the roots near 
the surface were killed. As most of the 
trees had no roots except thoes close to 
the surface, they either died or suf- 
fered a great loss of vitality. We have 
removed more than 2,000 trees since that 
Winter. 

‘““Most of the Park lying south of 
106th Street was regraded when Olm- 
stead and Vaux laid out the park sixty- 
five years ago. <A soil was laid over 
the clay surface, and these trees have 
lived since then on the made soil, 
which is not deep enough for the trees 
which have attained a diameter of two 
feet or more. Olmstead,and Vaux evi- 
dently realized that the! present condi- 
tion was likely to occur, for we find in 
pulling up some of the trees, that clay 
pipes were placed in the soil to allow 
the roots to go deeper, but these pipes 
failed to do the work. There is nothing 
in the writings of Olmstead and Vaux 
explaining this condition, however, so 
that it remained for the new stump- 
puller to disclose the gituation. Hith- 
erto the death of the*trees had been 
laid to mismanagement of the Park, 
the tussock moth, the elm-leaf beetle, 
and various other things, some of which 
contributed in some degree to hasten 
the death of the trees.. 

‘* Sub-soil blasting to remedy similar 
conditions has been successfully used 
in breaking up bedrock for orchards, 
but it has not been used -heretofore in 
dealing with clay, so far as I know. 

‘We found in examining the roots of 
the trees which have been removed re- 
cently that the larger roots, which 
should have penetrated most deeply, 
were badly decayed, and had for some 
years ceased to function. It will be im- 
possible to save trees where this has 
come about. That various insect blights 
could not have killed the trees is shown 
by the fact that oaks, elms, maples, 
beeches, hickories, and sycamores have 
been killed or. devitalized at about 
the same rate, wnen they reached a size 
which made them dependent upon their 
deeper roots. . 

‘‘It is apparent that, unless some 
method is found for giving passage to 
the deeper roots, trees will not grow in 
most part, of Central Park to a greater 
diameter than from two and a half to 
three feet. The surface soil in which 
they stand is from two and a half to 
five feet in depth. 

‘‘I believe that this method of light 
blasting of the clay bed several feet be- 
low the surface and at a distance of 
from ten to twenty fret from the trunk 
will break up the clay without disturb- 
ing or injuring the trees or the surface 
of the lawn, and make it possible for the 
roots to sink» much deeper, so that the 
trees will grow to their normal sibe. If 
this is successful, our experience may 
prove of great value in parks and or- 
chards all over the country where such 
conditions exist. 

“Plans have been’ suggested for 
spending several mfl¥ions of dollars for 
resoiling these trees, but the condition 
revealed by the stump-puller proves that 
this would not have ‘the beneficial ef- 
fect. The use of fertilizer is shown to 
be equally worthless.’’

RUMANIA REBUFFS LENIN. 


Complains Serbs Evacuating Temes- 
var Are Sacking the City. 


GENEVA, July 13.—The Rumanian 
Bureau at Berne announces that the 
Serbian forces which have been occupy- 
ing the city of Temesvar, 72 miles 
northeast of Belgrade, are evacuating 
the place, faking with them everything 
of value, including forty locomotives, 
1,500 railroad cars, machinery_ from 
factories, animals, and household ar- 
ticles. The bureau states that the pop- 
ulation of the city is making an indig- 
nant protest against the action of the 
Serbians. 

The Rumanian Government, according 
to the bureau, has declined another of- 
fer from Nikolai Lenin, the Bolshevist 
Premier of Russia, for the arrangement 
of an alliance between Rumania and 


Russia. 


Magyars Get Smuggled Tires. 
VIENNA, July 11.—(Associated Press) 
—Automobiles which have been without 
tires for weeks in Hungary, according 
to reports from Budapest, have been 


equipped with new tires, said to have 
been obtained by smuggling two car- 
loads of French and Italian makes {nto 
the country.

ROKER LETS SUITS 
~~ GO BY DERAULT 


Son Obtains Judgments in Ao 
tions Brought Here for $137,- 
181 and $80,019. 


A THIRD CLAIM IS PENDING 


Cases Cover Moneys Spent In Man- 
agement of Property and from 
Mother’s Estate. 


The fact that Richard Croker, ex- 
Tammany leader, was sued in three 
actions by his son, Richard Jr., before 
the ex-leader ieft here for Ireland last 
month, and that Mr. Croker made no 
arrangement before going away to put 
in a defense, became known yesterday 
when judgments in two of the cases, for 
$137,181 and $80,019, were filed in the 
Supreme Court by default. The amount 
sued for in the third action was not 
made known yesterday by William F. 
McCombs, former Chairman of the: Na- 
tional Democratic Committee, who is 
counsel for Richard Croker, Jr., because 
the Judgment roll in the case has not 
been prepared. The defendant was 
served in all three cases at the National 
Democratic Club, 617 Fifth Avenue. 

Because no defense was filed in the 


suits, Richard Croker, Jr., was the only 
witness before Supreme Court Justice 
Gavegan when the cases were present- 
ed. e testified on Saturday last that 
on Oct. 1, 1905, sveral years after his 
father. went to Ireland to make his 
home, his father employed him as his 
agent in this country to manage his 
real and personal property, and re- 
quested him to advange such funds as 
were nécessary to conduct the business 
of the Croker properties, agrecing to 
repay the moneys so advanced. 

The plaintiff testified that he spent 
large sums in behalf of his father and 
that on Dec. 18, 1907, his father gave 
him power of attorney, permitting him 
| Ret complete control over his prop- 
erty. 

“*I continued under my arrangements 
with my father to manage and transact 
business and received and expended 
moneys for him to Dec. 30, 1917,’’ said 
the Beer. “The total advanced is

39 of 87 Already Delivered— 
Owners Pleased with High 
Rates America Paid: 


“THE HAGUE, July 12.—It\is diffi- 
cult to conceive the work involvéd and 
the number of Americans engaged ~ in 
the delivery of the Dutch-owned ships 
requisitioned by the United States after 
the Presidential proclamation of March, 
1918. The ports of Rotterdam and Am- 
sterdam have shown unusual activity 
in the last three months, owing to the 
> of those ships. This has been 

cially noticeable in the repair yards. 
o the eighty-seven Dutch ships taken 
over thirty-nine have already been de- 
livered in Holland, several havé been 
delivered in foreign ports, and -eleven

were lost at sea. With the exception of 
three transports, it is expected. that. all 
the ships remaining afloat will Have been 
delivered to Holland by August. Three 
which were luxurious pas- 
senger ships, will probably be refitted 
in New York. 

A large American mission is now busily 
engaged in Rotterdam negotiating the 
return of these ships,<the settlement of 
claims for alterations, repairs, &c. Cap- 
tain Inman Sealby represents the United 
States Shipping Board ; but, as the navy 
took over the. ships, it was necessary 
that the settlement should leave tne 
navy without liability, so there is a naval 
mission here under Captain W. C. Cola, 
with Commanders C. W. Densmore and 
E. P. Mason, Professor G. G. Wilson, 
legal adviser of the Navy Department, 
and G. E. Hubbard. The two last were 
formerly. members of the.

The Dutch Government is m™% 
present requisitioning most of these as 4 
at a quarter of the price paid by the 
Americans, and even the high freight 
rates prevailing are low compared with 
the charter hire paid by the United 
States.

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‘A RAILWAY PRESIDENT’S VIEWS. 
The President of the Union Pacific 
Railway has a right to speak for the 
railways, and he meets. expéctation in 
what he says in their behalf. He is 
mot discredited by the fact that he 
represents one of the best of our roads, 
that he is a leading representative of 
the class of roads which must suffer 
if the weaker roads are to be helped 
geby any of the plans which have beén 
‘proposed, or perhaps which can be 
proposed. Weak and strong roads can- 
not both have the same dollar under 
any system of rates. There is no way 
of giving more dollars, or a larger 
share of the same dollar, to the weak 
roads without taking it away from the 
- roads which otherwise would earn and 
take it. Jealousy of profits by the 
few roads prevails over the fixing of 
Just and reasonable rates for all roads. 
That is why the plans for rate regu- 
lagion are so elaborate, and call for 
enactments se remote from rate regu- 
lation. The plans now pending raise 
subjects not dreamed of when the rail- 
Ways were thought to be making too 
much money; they are made necessary 
because the railways now are making 
less profit than is to the benefit of 
users of the railways or the country 
at large. All plans now propose to get 
more money for the weak railways by 
redistribution of earnings, but hardly 
any plan takes the straightforward 
way of increasing rates according to 
the necessity of the case, without 
penalizing a few roads more than a 
limited increase of rates would benefit 
most roads. , 
The object of Helatans rates is to bene- 
fit railway credit, but pulling down 
the best credit to raise poor credit 
gives an average credit below the 
mecessity of the case, if the railways 
“are to finance themselves instead of 
getting help from the Treasury at the 
cost of the taxpayers. Those who 
doubt the argument because it comes 
'* from a successful railway man, rep- 
resenting a road of profits and ef- 
ficiency, make a mistake. Pretty 
nearly all the philosophy of railway 
reform lies in giving the roads a busi- 
ness chance on business principles, 
without fear or favor for either the 
weak or strong roads. No rate is just 
and reasonable if reckoned according 
to jealousy’ of profits, no matter 
whether it is unduly raised as a favor 
to weak roads or unduly reduced so 
that the profits shall not be realized. 
Judge Lovett makes no mistake in 
emphasizing this as the main question. 
* Whe fact that his railway will mainly 
‘ profit by the admission of his con- 
* ‘tention has nothing in particular to do 
= with the case, for the argument ap- 
plies to every road, weak or stfong. 
Judge Loverr goes on to approve’the 
gix proposals of the railroad execu- 
» tives, beginning with the require- 
“ment that Congress should itself make 
“yates sufficient to- attract capital to 
railway. investment. Rates are not 
just and reasonable if they fail if that 
Tespect. Congress is not as competent 
* to name such rates as the Commission, 
if it were in the frame df mind to do 
‘what the case requires. Dividends 
_Yelate to the ,ast. Rates relate to 
future conditions, and should alter 
/ with them, but not too frequently. 
Although rates are laws, they are not 
statutes, and statutory rates by their 
nflexibility.are not suited to fluctuat- 
‘ing conditions. Federal incorporation, 
Federal. regulation of railway secur- 
ities, exclusive Federal regulation of 
rates, are not now in effect simply be- 
‘cause Congress does not so choose, 
The courts have plainly and frequently 
said that the Federal power prevails 


interstate commerce. The trouble ts 
not with the proposal, but with Con-

‘July 14 was kept yesterday in 
France with the old enthusiasm and 
with ™ Rewer and greater one born 
of the war; and in this, country it 
did not lack pious commemoration.

HUNGARY AND BULGARIA. 
The Germans and Turks successively 
endeavored to bully the Peace Con- 
ference into the conclusion that it 
would be safér to let them off unpun- 
ished, but they failed. The same ef- 
fort has lately been made, and still is 
being made, by Hungary and Bul- 
garia. The territorial changes de- 
manded by popular wish, the repara- 
tions to the peoples whom Magyars 
and Bulgars have devastated and de- 
spoiled, are necessary if we are to 
have a just peace. But neither Mag- 
yar nor Bulgar wants a peace that the 
rest of us would consider just; their 
idea of a just peace is a peace that 
will leave-their frontiers undisturbed, 
and their prosperity, augmented by 
the spoils of plundered Serbia, Ru- 
mania, and Greece, undiminished by 
any exaction of repayment. Between 
these opposite points, of view there 
seems to be no possibility of recon- 
Ciliation; we can have a just peace or 
a Magyar peace, a just peace or a 
Bulgar peace, just as we had the 
choice between a just peace and a 

German peace. 

Present . indications are ‘that once 
more the Conference is determined to 
have a just peaceé—and that despite 
the strong suspicion that one of the 
allied Powers has been giving at least 
moral support to these two enemy 
States. The non-Magyar territories 
of Hungary are to be reunited with 
the Czechoslovak, Rumanian, and 
Jugoslav States; the non-Bulgar por- 
tions of Bulgaria are’to be separated. 
But the Magyars and Bulgars are 
anything but resigned to it, and 
there is some prospect that the issue 
may have to be fought out. ‘The ob- 
vious difficulties in finding troops 
sufficient among the great Powers for 
this task were pointed out in Mr. 
OULAHAN’s dispatch published in Sun- 
day’s Timus. 

It seems likely that the work must 
be left largely for the smaller States 
more immediately concerned—but as 
representatives of the entire alliance, 
supported by money and war materials, 
and where possible by troops. ~The 
Greek Army is already busy with thé 
Turks in -Anatolia, but some Greek 
divisions could be spared against the 
Bulgars if need be; against the Hun- 
garians, Czechoslovak, Rumanian, and 
Jugoslay troops will represent the 
whole.alliance; and Jugoslav divisions 
in Macedonia, Rumanian divisions in 
the Dobrudja, can participate in oper- 
ations against Bujgaria. 


Naturally, this means that the 


smaller States will have to be in rea-: 


sonably harmonious relations with one 
another; Rumanians and Jugoslavs 
must remember that, however they dis- 
agree over the Banat, their common 
interest against Hungary and Bul- 
garia is far more important -to ‘the 
welfare of both States. And the dip- 
lomatic high command of the alliance 


needs to treat the affairs of South- 


eastern Europe with considerably 
more firmness than has been displayed 
so far. The Bulgarian Army has been 
allowed to’ rémain partially “mobilized 
and in possession of considerable war 


materiel werent renee a 








heavily. As for Hungary, the policy 
‘displayed toward Bata Kun has been 
modeled, apparently, on our now- -hot- 
now-cold disposition toward LENIN. 
Bolshevism was invited into Hungary 
by Karo.iyr in hopes that its  west- 
ward extension would scare the Peace 
Conference into letting the Magyars 
keep their old frontiers. Internally, 
Bolshevism has not been too popular; 
there is a sort of anti-Bolshevist Gov- 
ernment in Southern Hungary, and 
Paris seems to think it could over- 
turn Kun’s proletarian dictatorship, 
if the Allies would support it and 
would promise to make easy terms 
with it. That is the central feature 
of all Hungarian politics today—the 
desire to keep the old frontier and 
the ten million subjects. So long as 
the Allies refuse to yield to this un- 
just demand Hungary will threaten 
them with Bolshevism. 

So we have the international prole- 
tariat kept enthroned in Budapest by 
the support of violent nationalistic 
patriotism—a strange combination, but 
one which should enlighten us as to 
the meaning of, Bolshevism in Central 
Europe. The Magyars may. not like 
Beta Kun, but so long as he stands 
out against concessions to the Slo- 
vaks, the Rumanians, and the Serbs 
they vill support him. 

Kun has been said by well-informed 
persons to be a convicted pickpocket. 
Whether he is that or not is of no 
particular importance; we are con- 
cerned with him as a politician. Ru- 
manian and Czechoslovak troops en- 
gaged in a successful offensive against 
his Red armies last Spring, and 
seemed on the way to overthrowing 
them.. But Kun obtained an armistice 
from the alliance—an armistice which 
left him in Budapest. He seems to 
have regarded the armistice as some- 
thing to be observed only by the other 
side. His troops broke it by an in- 
vasion of Slovakia; his agents in 
Vienna tried to upset the Austrian 
Government by a Bolshevist revolu- 
tion. Meanwhile the Peace Confer- 
ence was letting him alone. 

It is none of our business if the 
Magyars want to live under a “‘ prole- 
tarian dictatorship.’’ But it is our 
business if the leaders of Magyar Bol- 
shevism break promises made for valid 
consideration; if they are a constant 
menace to the free nations around 
them; if they are intriguing with 
German support and financial aid 
from Moscow to spread Bolshevism 
westward as a method of applying 
sabotage to the peace terms. The 
Conference ought to let the Czecho- 
slovaks and Rumanians turn Kuwn 
out, and give them what help they 
need in doing it; and then it should 
proceed to the execution of sentence 
on Hungary.

GOVERNOR LOWDEN. 
Mepressitative WSmMite “Hs ‘‘ for- 
mally launched ’’ the candidacy of 
Governor LOWDEN of Illinois for the 
Republican nomination for President. 
There was an informal “ launching *’ 
at the Hamilton Club in June, and 
preparations were making as éarly as 
March for recommending and promot- 
ing his political fortunes. In New 
England former Senator Wesxs has 
been said to have charge of tbe 
Lowden movement. Governor LOWDEN 
has been an excellent administrator 
and reformer of the State Govern- 
ment. <A nondescript, wasteful, in- 
efficient collection of State commis- 
sions, some one hundred and twenty- 
éight in’ number, has béen consoll- 
dated into nine departments. The 
budget system has been effectively 
introduced. He is a keen and able 
man of affairs. He has a sagacity and 
a courage that make him a salient 
figure in the crowd of Favorite Sons, 
The son of a village blacksmith, he 
has had a remarkable career, and his 
rise from obscurity and humble cir- 
cumstances to a great post would be 
a congenial subject for campaign poets 

and spellbinders. 

It is a long way to next Summer, 
however, and in themselves the hopes 
of Governor LOWDEN’s friends might 
have but a languid present interest 
to most of us; but he has been a 
strong and constant opponent of all 
the partisans of radicalism, of dis- 
loyalty; of sedition and violence, It 
will be remembered that he called out 
the troops to prevent the meeting of 
the so-called People’s Council of 
America for Democracy and Terms of 
Peace, that coterie pot pro- -Germans 
that descended upon ‘Chicago and was 
coddled by its egregious Mayor, Mr. 
Wii11M Hats THoMpPson. The Goy- 
ernor did his best to defend the law in 
the.case.of the Prager lynching. He 
has denounced the Socialists as ob- 
structors and enemies of Government, 
partisans of Soviet rule, substantially 
in the same class with the I. W. W. 

It is a healthful. sign when the first 
recommendation of a man for the 
Presidency js his abhorrence of the 
brood of radicals and revolutionaries 
who seek to inflict upon the United 
States the remorseless, murderous 
tyranny of a single class. No doubt 
there are politicians of a mental cali- 
bre as feeble as their scrupulosity 
who would palter and bargain with 
Bolshevism or any other form of 
diabolism if they thought there was a 
goodly number*of ‘‘ votes in it.’” It 
is noticeable that, whatever of various 
merit, or mere obvious compliment to 
a@ loeal distinction, or shadowy ex- 
pectation of an eleventh-hour com- 
promise and triumph ‘in the National 
Convention, or of veiled larger design

TOWNLEY’S CONVICTION. 

The West continues to maintain its 
honorable record for punishing sedi- 
tion, a record which stands in strange 
contrast to the happy-go-lucky record 
of the East. A. C. Town zr, Presi- 
dent of the Non-Partisan League, and 
JosEPH GILBERT, its chief organizer, 
have been convicted of conspiracy to 
teach sedition. Sentence has been de- 
ferred until Sept. 15, so as to permit 
the preparation of court records on a 
motion for a new trial, but the court 
of first instance has done its duty. 
This court sat in Jackson, Minn., a 
State which has a fine record for its 
refusal to tolerate men who masked 
their pro-Germanism under pretended 
solicitude for farmers, laborers, or the 
cause of peace. 

In fact, the whole West has this 
honorable distinction. The wall of 
sham which seditionaries erect before 
their plain intent is the same in the 
West as in the East, but with what 
different results do they erect it! The 
Western jury is made up of men who 
see straight through the pretenses and 
excuses into the ugly purpose that 
lies behind. Apparently all that a se- 
ditionary arraigned before an Eastern 
court has to do is to plead that his 
heart is in the right place and that 
he merely wanted to advance the 
cause of universal peace. The worst 
he usually gets is a disagreement of 
the jury. In the West, as in the 
East, the indicted seditionary alleges 
that he is being persecuted because he 
is a Socialist, or a friend of the 
farmer, or an opponent of the Admin- 
istration. The only difference is that 
the Western jury looks only at the 
acts he committed and the words he 
spoke. It judges them; if it finds 
them to be seditious, it convicts him. 

Some uneasy souls have been. per- 
‘turbed lest the un-American organiza- 
tion known as the Non-Partisan 
League should spread from North 
Dakota through the neighboring 
States. This Minnésota verdict does 
not favor such a view, unless the 
League should materially change its 
Lprogram so as to bring it more in har- 
mony with the American spirit. It 
comes at a time, too, when the 
League’s vote is falling toward the 
vanishing point in North Dakota it- 
self, and when a large faction in the 
League is in revolt against TOWNLEY. 
Such movements as this have arisen 
before, but American common sense 
has always been fatal to them in a 
few years.

A SUFFRAGE REFERENDUM. 

Four years ago the people of New 
Jersey decided by a majority of more 
than 61,000 that they did not, want 
woman suffrage. Beaten there and 
elsewhere, the feminists turned their 
charming persuasions and their card 
index upon Congress. At last the Fed- 
eral amendment was squeezed through 
the Senate. Now its unwearied advo- 
cates think they have an easy task to 
cajole or threaten lukewarm State 
Legislatures into ratification. Have 
a majority of the voters of New Jer- 
sey changed their minds since 1915? 
Opposed. to’ woman suffrage by the 
legitimate and proper method of State 
action, have they in four years learned 
to be willing not only to demand wo- 
man suffrage in their own State, but 
to impose it. upon unwilling States? 


New Jersey Association Opposed to 
Woman Suffrage proposes that a ref- 
erendum ‘be had in New Jersey. If 
the people: decide against them, the 
New Jersey anti-suffragists will throw 
up the sponge. Probably it is vain to 
hopé that this project, which seems 
entirely fair-and just. to both sides, 
will ever be carried out. It is cu- 
rious, or it is not curious, that the 
suffragists have no patience with pro- 
posals for a referendum. They agree 
thoroughly with the Drys in that re- 
spect. Asa matter of political gener- 
alship it is, of course, easier and more 
convenient to deal with a small num- 
ber of Representatives and Senators, 
Yet if.a majority of the New Jersey | °° 
voters want Federal woman suffrage, 
why are its leaders so averse to hav- 
ing the fact ascertained? Is not their 
reluctance to consult the people’ a 
proof that they are afraid to consult 
them, that they are either doubtful of 
thé result or all too certain of it? ‘So 
in New Jersey, and one knows not 
how many other States, the majority 
is not allowed to rule. An active, co- 
herent, trained, and elaborately or- 
ganized minority imposes or seeke to 
impose its will upon the majority.

be mistaken for fame, nothing can be 
accomplished by the “duel” in which 
two doctors out in St. Paul, according 
to report,: are about to engage. One of 
them, it seems, ‘‘ does not. believe in 
the germ theory of disease’’ and the 
other does. Both, therefore, are to ex- 
pose themselves to several. malignant 
diseases of the sort called contagious, 
including typhoid fever, smallpox, and 
bubonic plague. 
of them is to protect himself by the 
several inoculations provided by scien- 
tific medicine, while the other is .to 
trust wholly to sanitation, pure air, and 
carefully selected foods and drinks. 

It is disquieting, and even discourag- 
ing, that one of these doctors holds an 
official position under a municipal health 
board in a big city. No matter what 
the results of thé experiment, nothing 
whatever will be proved in regard to 
the ‘‘ theory ’’ that “ germs” are the 
causes of certain maladies. In the first 
place, there is no such theory, Instead, 
there are the known facts as to the re- 
lation between bacteria and bacilli and 
one class of diseases, and men who do 
not 
exactly the samé position and deserve 
the same sort of treatment from sane 
and enlightened people as did the Rev. 
Mr. Jasper when he persisted in deny- 
ing the elementary facts of astronomy. 

But that statement is true only -in 
one way. In another it is untrue, for 
Mr. Jasper did no measurable harm to 
anybody by his invincible ignorance, 
while a doctor, by doing the same thing, 
endangers the lives of as many people 
as are led by his title and his authority 
to neglect the precautio: 
depen the safety of Geanbavie aan 
their neighbors. Disbelief in’the motion 
of the earth is not “catching”; dis- 
belief in the powers for evil of little 
beasts that. are not less, real or less 
ferocious than the royal Bengal tiger or 
the cobra de capello—that. is quite--an- 
other .matter and: one of vital public 
concern.

Again, if the doctor who does believe 
in the use of protective inoculations 
should falj ill with any to which he 
may be exposed, and even if he should 
die in consequence, that weuld not be 
surprising, either, for no absolute spe- 
cific against any malady has yet been 
found. If the experiment were on a 
thousand subjects, or even a hundred, a 
fairly plausible conclusion, one way or. 
the other, might be drawn. Using only 
two subjects, the case, whatever the 
outcome, will be left exactly where it 
was before, txcept as it may strengthen 
or weaken—in each instance without 
reason—the’ confidence of the public's 
untaught part in scientific medicine.

Under the ‘Control of Conerrety 


To the Editor of The New York. Times; 

In the recent discussion of proposals 
for a budget system and other. changes, 
dn financial methods of the National 
Government, one of the features being 
advocated shows the persistence of a 
deféctive method of American practice, 
which appears to be supported by a 
misunderstanding of the ‘methods of 
other countries, due to the use of simi- 
lar terms for different things. ~I refer 
to the proposal to transfer the Con- 
troller of the Treasury and Auditors 
from the Treasury, and to “them 
in a nominally independent — tion, 
where they are. expected to act more 
directly as agents of Congress. — 

The functions of these officers are to 
exercise a check on current disburse- 
ments, and to pass on the Jegal validity 
of expenditures under the terms of the 
appropriation and other acts of. Con- 
gress. It is work involving the detailed 
éxamination of thousands of items, and 
the exercise of quasi-judicial .functions 
in interpreting statutory provisions. It 
is essentially an administrative func- 
tion, and does not in any sense involve 
a@ comprehensive survey of the wisdom 
or policy of expenditures, y 

In most of the States similar duties 
are performed by State Auditors or 
Controllers, who are usually elective 
officers and theoretically independent of 
the Executive. But the close relation 
between these duties and other prob- 
lems of financial administration has 
resulted in many States in thesé officers 
being given other powers relating to 
revenue administration which are 
clearly executive in character. © * 

In European countries the public ac- 
counts and the control of disburse- 
ments is regularly carriéd on by the 
financial administration as part of the’ 
executive. functions, while there is 
afterward an éxamination of ‘the com- 
pleted accounts for each fiscal year by 
an independent authority. In Great 
Britain the control over disbursements 
for the civil service is exercised by the 
Treasury, and for the military and 
naval services by the civilian financial 
secretaries of the War Office and the 
Admiralty. The functions of the Con« 
troller and Auditor General aré mainly : 
to make a careful scrutiny of the finan- 
cial accounts and reports after each 
fiscal year, to tecommend “to. the 
Treasury changes in its methods of 
financial management, and to report ‘to 
Parliament, in -co-opération .with the’ 
House of Commons Committee on Pub+ 
lic Accounts, more  recéntly ‘supple- 
mented by a Committee on National Ex- 
penditures. 

To change the legal tenure of the 
Controller of the: Treasury and the. 
audit is likely to make little or no 
difference in their work or methods. 
The. Controller now occupies a stb- 
stantially independent position, «and 
there appears to be no complaint of ex- 
ecutive control over. his: decisions, ' But 
to place these officers entirely -outside 
of the Treasury Department will -ac- 
-centuate the present .tendency: to dissi- 


pate and disorganize the departmental mittee: 


system of executive administration and 
to bring the national Administration to 
a condition of confusion and chaos 
which has been so much criticised in 
State administration in this country. 

But the main objection to this pro- 
posal is that it gives the impression 
that. something is being done toward 
establishing a much-neéded machinery 
for scrutinizing expenditures, while in 
fact nothing will be accomplished in’ 
that direction. An agency engaged in 
the detailed examination of the indi- 
vidual items of expenditure, and with 
a long history of technical procedure, is 
not the agency to undertake a compre- 
hensive analysis of expenditures as a 
whole. 

Some machinery for this, purpose al- 
ready exists in the.commi s of Con- 
gress on’ expenditures .of the various 
departments. But: these . committees 
have seldom been active, and when they 
have done anything they have been apt 
to be affected by political considera- 
tions, while the existence of a number 
of committees prevents the general sur- 
vey that is needed. These committees 
should’ be consolidated into a single 
committee in each House, or if possible 
into a single joint committee, furnished 
with a staff of experts capable of ana- 
lyzing the financial reports not so

DR. SAYRE PRAISES SERVICE 


Calls the Academy His Monument— 
Major Putnam Tells of. His 
Sturdy Americanism. 


The auditorium of the Academy of 
Medicine at 17 West Forty-third Street 
Was crowded to the doors’yesterday by 
the men and women gathered at the 
public funeral services for Dr. Abraham 
Jacobi, who died last Thursday in his 
Summer home at Lake George.

ADDRESS IN NATIVE TONGUE 


President Welcomes the Envoys and 
Refers to Constancy of Thelr 
‘People to the Faith. 


- 


WASHINGTON, July 14-—The Prest- 
dent “today received the Abyssinian 
mission sent to this country to con- 
gratulate the American Government on 
the victory of the associated nations. 
Members of the mission appeared in 
gorgeous costumes: of red velvet, deco- 
rated with gold, and wore jewelled tur- 
bans. They presented a number of 
gifts to the President, including tusks 
of ivory, gold boxes, and letters from 
the Abyssinian Queen and Heir Appar- 
ent. 

The head of the mission, Dadjazmajch 
Nado, addressed the President in” his 
native language, and Mr. Wilson replied 
to the address at some length. In his 
address to the President the head of 
the mission reviewed the history.of, his 
country and expressed the hope that the 
friendship between the two nations, 
which began with the reign of Menelik 
II., would continue and develop. 

President Wilson in reply, said: 

“ Excellency : It gives me_ great 
pleasures to welcome you as a ‘special 
mission sent by the Abyssinian Govern- 
ment to congratulate the United States 
on the. victory over Germany and to re- 
ceive from you the letters of Her Im- 
perial Majesty Zaouditou, Empress of 
Ethiopia, and His Imperial Highness 
Ras Taffari, heir apparent, to the 
throne of Ethiopia, presenting these 
congratulations and expressing the hope 
of closer relations between our coun- 
tries in the future. 

“Te history of your Government 
dates back to the remotest antiquity; 
your people have been constant in the 
faith of the Old Testament for many 
centuries and yours was the first of 
existing nations who embraced the doc- 
trines of Christianity. For these rea- 
sons it is honored and _ respected 


throughout the world. 

‘.Owing to tne great distance by 
which we are separated and the diffi- 
culties of travel by land and sea our 
mutual relations in the past have not 
reached great development. However, 
bonds of close friendship have been es- 
tablished between our twa Govern- 
ments, and _I express the earnest hope 
that these bonds will grow still strong- 
er, resulting in greater commerce and 


| easier and more frequent intercourse be- 


tween Abyssinia and the United States 
of America. 

“JT thank Her Majesty for her senti- 
ments of good-will, and I ask: you to 
make known to her my Sincere wishes 
for her personal welfare and the pros- 
perity and happiness of your great 
eountry.

Board of Boxing Control Makes Of-

contrary to the fact, as only forty-seven 
seconds had expired in the interval re- 
ferred to when the signal of defeat was 
given by GyYillard’s seconds.

COBLENZ, July 13.—The report from 

Washington that the United States will 
probably intervene .in Mexico, published 

a- Paris newspaper which reached 
€oblenz yesterday, has aroused the live- 
liest interest among American ‘officers 
here, who of course know nothing as to 
whether’ it. is correct. 

For the last six.months, higher offi- 
cers of the American. Army have been 
drawing up plans for:a Mexican cam- 
“paign by United States troops. This is 
not so-startling as it may seem. What 
has been ‘done ts that a board_of offi- 
“cers, after’ studying our military effort 
in Burope, have been mapping out the- 
oretical operations for the. purpose of 
applying the lessons learned by our 
fighting men over here. 

In so doing our military machine has 
begun. to do what the armies of Euro- 
pean nations have long done, that is, 
draft plans of campaigns against ‘neigh- 
bor, nations, both for the purpose of 
practice and’ also on the long chance 
that some day they may prove other- 
wise useful. Therefore, while any 
plans. which’ our army, may | have 
drafted ‘for use in a- Mexican campaign 
would be of ‘practi¢al use should they 
be needed, their preparation presumes 
no prior intentien of using them. _ 

The American Army never béfore had 
any such. equipment or benefit of ex- 
periénce.as it has today. The Army 
has learned war with the most modern 
weapons and knows how to use them. 
As our previous unpleasantness with 
Mexico has involved the use of military 
weapons now old, it was decided . to 
revamp the plans in the direction of put- 
ting ‘the 1919 stamp upon them. 

Drafting Final Conclusions. 

As soon as the American Army. of Oc- 
cupation became comfortably established 
on the Rhine- hoards of officers who 
had had much combat experience were 
appointed, one tq deal with infantry 
problems, one for artillery . problems, 
one for cavalry problems, one for sup- 
ply problems, and one for staff prob- 
lems. They worked through January, 
February, and March, and in April ail 
their efforts were submitted to a central 
commission on the lessons of the war, 
at the head of which had been: placed 
Major Gen. J. T. Dickman, who was in 
command of the Third Army. 

This commission is now drafting its 
final reports, which will outline methods 
that the American military machine 
could use against Mexico-or any other 
nation which in a possible unhappy 
course of events might decide to give’ the 
United States trouble, or which. the 
United States might regard as a neces- 
sary subject for coercion. 

There would be, of . course, ‘many 
physical differences between the battles 
on the western front in France and any 
military effort by the United States in 
Mexico. A Mexican campaign would-be 
one of movement almost entirely, and 
the problems of transport and supply 
would be the great ones. However, 
this does not mean that many of the 
new weapons which the American Army 
has acquired and learned to use would 
not be of the greatest value in restoring 
order in Mexico. 

Big Part for Airplanes. 

There is .less interest In speculating 
upon what use could be made of our 
new heavy mobile artillery, or of gas or 
of Browning machine guns than in con- 
sidering the possibilities of airplanes 
and our experience in military transport. 
Outside of their use in bombing and ma- 
chine gun operations, one can see the 
great field for airplanes in any effort to 
restore order in Mexico by strategical 
garrisons. With little prospect of seri- 


of our service could be used not only 
for most valuable purposes of communi- 
cation, but as heavy carrying machines 
they would unquestionably be used for 
supply purposes over long distances and 
past interferences. 

The war gave America the best mil- 
itary truck which has appeared in Eu- 
rope, the Liberty truck. The possibil- 
ities of this vehicle under conditions 
which would obtain in Mexico, as com- 
pared with conditions on the splendid 
roads of. Burope, will probably be a 
matter for early experiment. 

When considering that in the event 
of American troops<going into Mexico 
on any segious scale, the lines of.com- 
munication’ would present the biggest 
problems, it should be remembered that 
the S. O. S. system of the American 
Expeditionary Force was the envy of the 
supply experts of all, the’ European 
armies. 

Two Divisions for Combat. 

I asked some higher officers today for 
expresstons of opinion gs to how many 
troops would be needed to intervene in 
Mexico. They said that all depended

Judge Mayer Extends Authority 
of Receiver to Include 
Street Railways.

STEP TO PROTECT ROADS 


Order Covers Brooklyn Helghts, 
Nassau Electric, Queens County 
and Coney Island Systems. 


Judge Julius M. Mayer, in the Federal 
District Court, yesterday extended the 
B. R. T. receivership so as to place 
Lindley M. Garrison, the receiver, in 
charge of the surface railways in Brook- 
lyn. Previously, the receivership had 
covered only the Brooklyn Rapid Tran- 
sit Company and the elevated and sub- 
-way lines of that system. 

The extension was made to cover the 
Brooklyn Heights Railroad Company, 
the Nassau Electric Railroad Company, 
the Brooklyn, Queens County & Sub- 
urban Railroad Company, and the Coney 
Island and Brooklyn Railroad Company, 
which, through leases, virtually control 
all B. R, T. surface lines in Brooklyn. 

The action was taken at the instance 
of the Central Union Trust Company to 
foreclose the first refunding 4 per cent. 
mortgage of the B. R. T. and to enforce 
a legal and equitable lien upon the 
property, as well as to protect the title 
to the real estate and personal property 
of the company. The additional bond of 
the receiver was fixed at $100,000, and the 
order putting him in charge of the sur- 
face roads was made returnable before 
Judge Mayer Aug. 26. Under the order 
the receiver will operate the surface 
lines as well as the elevated and subway 
lines. 

(The first refunding gold mortgage held 
by the Central Union Trust Company 
was made July 1, 1902, to secure an 
issue of bonds aggregating $150,000,000 
due and payable July 1, 2002. Of these 
bonds, which drew interest at 4 per 
cent., $57,240,006 was issued. Under the 
mortgage $29,619,000 of the gold- mort- 
gage bonds which had been converted 
into capital stock have been surrendered 
and cancelled, leaving $27,621,000 out- 
standing. 

The Brooklyn Heights Railroad Com- 
Pany has outstanding capital stock of 
the par value of $200,000, and certifi- 
cates of indebtedness payable on de- 
mand approximating $7,992,173, together 
with $1,627,000 of first consolidated 
bonds of the Brooklyn City~ Railroad 
Company and $925,000 of the refunding 
mortgage bonds of the Brooklyn City 
Railroad Company. 

The Brooklyn, Queens and Suburban 
Railroad Company is subject to funded 
indebtedness secured by outstanding 
mortgages to The 
Coney Island and Brooklyn Railroad
